On  Thursday,  December  11th,  the  other  official  convention  auction  will  take  place:  Birkler  and  Waddell  will  conduct  a fine  two  session 
auction  of  Ancient  Greek,  Roman,  and  Byzantine  coinage.  For  those  whose  acquisitive  tastes  tend  towards  these  more  antique  coinages,  you  would 
be  wise  to  write  now  for  their  catalog  to:  Birkler  & Waddell  Gallery,  Mayflower  Hotel  Lobby,  Washington,  D.C.  20036.

There  will,  of  course,  be  other  numismatic  auctions  clustered  around  the  dates  of  the  show  to  take  advantage  of  the  serious  international 
clientele  which  will  be  in  New  York  for  that  week.  Many  important  numismatic  rarities  will  cross  the  auction  block  and  find  new  homes.

Our  own  auction  will  commence  on  Friday  evening  at  7:00  with  a diversified  offering  of  coins  and  medals  of  the  world.  The  first  session 
includes  many  intriguing  items  such  as  a Spanish  Cincuentina,  and  also  a wide  variety  of  Patterns  and  Essais  of  the  world. 

The  second  session  consists  entirely  of  a remarkably  complete  collection  of  the  coinage  of  Mexico's  revolutionary  decade  - 1910-1920. 
Almost  all  of  the  great  rarities  are  present,  including  three  Chihuahua  Bolita  Pesos,  the  rare  Chihuahua  Copper  Patterns  Pesos  and  fifty  centavos,  the 
Durango  Six-Stat  Muera  Huerta  and  the  Muera  Huerta  Mule,  the  very  rare  Cacaloptepec  and  Chilpancingo  silver  pieces,  and  the  unique  and  famous 
incuse  Oaxaca  5 Centavos  of  January  1915.  Many  of  these  examples  can  trace  their  pedigrees  to  the  Carlos  Gaytan  Collection.  Others  come  from  the 
Bothamley,  Lavin,  Laguette,  Boyd,  and  Sundstrom  collections.  It  will  be  largely  a specialist's  session,  but  an  occasion  not  to  be  missed  for  the 
collector  of  revolutionary  coins.

Next  year's  plans  include  the  sale  of  a superb  collection  of  the  coinage  of  Ecuador  - probably  the  finest  ever  assembled.  It  will  include  the 
unique  2 Reales  1857,  the  unique  2 Reales  1862  with  Quito  bust,  circulated  and  proof  examples  of  the  Paris  bust  2 Reales  1862,  both  the  plain  edge 
and  milled  edge  Pesos  of  1862,  and  the  Sucre  of  1884  struck  in  Copper  Proof  among  the  other  rarities.  The  sale  should  be  held  in  the  late  spring.

We  hope  the  overly- 
hyped  boom  and  bust  scenario  which  occurred  with  U.  S.  coinage  does  not  prevail;  but,  on  the  other  hand,  certain  handsome  non-U.S.  coinage  series 
which  have  been  historically  much  underpriced  should  begin  to  come  into  their  own.

MEDALS.  The  following  group  of  Annamese  Medals  consists  of  a 
remarkable  selection  of  ivory  “ Bai " or  Court  Badges,  probably  the 
most  comprehensive  group  of  these  rare  medals  ever  to  be  offered 
in  the  United  States. 

Gillingham  in  his  "Notes  on  the  Decorations  and  Medals  of  the 
French  Colonies  and  Protectorates"  discusses  the  Bai  in  some  detail 
They  were  in  use  as  forms  of  recognition  and  reward  in  China  and 
Annum  for  centuries,  and  were  used  both  as  recompense  and  as 
badges  of  office.  They  were  made  of  gold,  jade,  ivory,  silver,  tin, 
horn,  and  lead.  A II  of  those  offered  here  are  of  ivory. 
Gillingham  states  that  under  the  regulations  of  Gai-Long  and  Minh- 
Mang  in  the  19th  century,  60  different  classes  of  persons  were  entitled 
to  wear  various  Bai  - Members  of  the  Ryl  Family,  the  High  Council, 
Court  Dignitaries,  high  Provincial  Officials,  and  French  Officials. 

Fifteen  of  these  classes  are  presented  herewith, 
it  is  certainly  an  opportunity  which  will  not  soon  repeat  itself.
